m inistrative C om mittee they repre­ 
sent the Catholic hierarchy of A m e r­ 
ica in general direction ot war work 
in this country and overseas. 
Declaring that “ ihe deep unrest so 
em phatically 
and 
widely 
voiced 
throug h out the world is a most ser­ 
ious menace.” the bishops held up 
•'social justice and a contented peo­ 
pl e ” as the only safeguard of peace. 
The a uth ors of 
th e 
report 
dis­ 
claim ed any attem pt to form ulate a 
com prehensive scheme of reconstruc­ 
tion. 
T heir 
recom m endations, 
it 
Was stated, w ere confined 
to 
“ re­ 
f orm s tha t seemed to be desirable 
a nd also obtainable within a reason­ 
able time, and to those general prin­ 
ciples which should serve as a guide 
for more dista nt developm ents.” 


Discussing th e demobilization of 
th e military forces, the 
report 
in­ 
dorsed the suggestion of Secretary of 
t h e Interior Lane th a t discharged 
m en should be given an opportunity 
to work at good wages in reclaim ing 
unused lands, a fte rw a rd to be assist­ 
ed by governm ent loans to establish 
themselves as farmers. 
It credited 
t h e 
F edera l 
E m ploym e nt 
Service 
w ith " a fair degree of developm ent 
a nd efficiency during th e w ar.” and 
urged th a t 
Congress continue and 
s tre ng th en 
th e 
organization as 
a 
m e ans of helping to solve th e ever 
present problem of unem ploym ent. 
T he bishops rated 
the National 
W a r Labor Board as “ one of th e 
most beneficial governm ent organiza­ 
tions of th e w a r .” 
Its efforts, they 
asserted, had "prevented innum e r ­ 
able strikes and raised wages to de­ 
cent levels in many industries.” 


Family Liv ing Wage. 
“ Its main guiding principles,” the 
report continued, “ have been a f a m ­ 
ily living w ag e for all m ale adult la­ 
borers; recognition of the right of la­ 
bor to organize, and to deal with 
em ployers th roug h its chosen repre­ 
sentatives; and 
110 coercion of non­ 
union laborers by m em bers of th e 
union. 
The W a r Labor B oa rd ought 
to be continued in existence by Con­ 
gress, and endowed with all th e pow­ 
e r for effective action t h a t it can pos­ 
sess under 
1 lie Federal Constitution. 
T h e principles, methods, m achinery 
and results of this institution consti­ 
t ute a definite and far-reaching gain 
for social justice. 
No- part of this 
adva ntag e should be lost 
6 v given up 
in time of peace.” 
While holding th a t 
‘‘m e r e justice, 
to say noth ing of ch ivalry,” dictates 
t h a t women who filled 
in 
industry 
th e places m ade vacant by men call­ 
ed to w ar “ should not be compelled

to suffer any grea ter loss or incon­ 
venience tha n is absolutely neces­ 
s a ry” 
in th e 
re-adjus tm ent under 
peace conditions, th e report declared 
t h a t no female w ork e r shoultl remain 
in an occupation harm ful to health 
or morals. In this classification, street 
car operation and the cleaning of lo­ 
comotives were especially m e ntion­ 
ed. 
An efficient 
national 
em ploy­ 
m e nt service, it was stated, would be 
able to shift to domestic and other 
suitable lines of activity women w ar 
w o r k e r s whose circumstances req uir­ 
ed then to continue as w age earners. 
T he com m ittee asserted that in a 
few 
industries 
directly 
connected 
w ith the carrying on 
of the 
war. 
wages had 
reached 
a 
plane “ upon 
which they could not possibly con­ 
tinue for this grade of occupation,*’ 
but declared th a t “ the general level 
of wages attained during th e war 
should not be lowered.” 
The aver­ 
age rate of pay, it was stated, had 
not increased faster th an th e cost of 
living, and a considerable majority 
of wage earners, both men and w om ­ 
en, w ere not receiving living wages 
when prices began to rise in 19 15 . 
To support its contention that “ on 
the 
grounds 
both of 
j u s t ic e and 
sound economics we should give our 
h e a rty support to all legitim ate ef­ 
forts m ade by labor to resist general 
wage reductions, even when the cost 
of living recedes from its present 
high level.” th e com m ittee said: 
“ Even if the great m ajority of 
w ork e rs were now in receipt of more 
than living wages, there are no good 
reasons why rates of pay should ho 
lowered. 
After all, a living wage is 
not necessarily th e full m e asure of 
justice. 
All th e Catholic authorities 


011 the subject explicitly declare that 
this is only the m inim um of justice. 
In a country as rich as ours, there 
are very few cases in which it is pos­ 
sible to prove th a t the w orker would 
be getting m ore th a n that to which 
he has a rig ht if he were paid som e­ 
th ing in excess of this erhical m ini­ 
m um . 
W h y then, should we assum e 
this is th e normal share of almost the 
w hole 
la boring population? 
Since 
our industrial resources and ins tru­ 
mentalities are sufficient to provide 
m ore th a n a living wage for a very 
largo proportion of th e workers, why 
should wo acquiesce in 
a 
theory 
which denies th e m this m easure of 
th e comforts of life? 
Such a policy 
is not only of very questionable m or ­ 
ality, b ut is unsound economically. 
The large dem and for goods which 
is created and m aintained by high 
rates of wages and high purchasing 
power by the masses is the surest 
g ua ra ntee of a continuous and gen­ 
eral operation of 
industrial 
e s tab ­ 
lishments. 
It is the most effective 
instrum ent of prosperity for labor 
and cnpitol alike.
